Prepared For 
His Death 


YEAR ago James Manion 

came here (Notre Dame) from 
Nebraska for a Catholic education. 
He was a good boy—you could see 
that, for he had a golden smile 
that welled up from a good heart. 
His Catholic parents had taught 
him to love the faith in which they 
had baptized him; their example 
had encouraged in him strong con- 
victions of eharacter. He was, in 
short, the sort of boy Our Lady 
loves to draw to her school by the 
lake, for there budded within him 
all the qualities that go to make a 
good Notre Dame man. 


Then came the Freshman Mis- 
sion. With his classmates from 
Carroll Hall he assembled in the 
church on the night of the opening 
Sunday, to learn what constitutes 
a Catholic education. He heard the 
preacher describe a scene in his 
home that night—a vacant place in 
the family circle, and a feeling of 
lonesomeness for a boy who was 
not there. ...a brave unselfish 
mother, and a noble, self-sacrificing 
ather. . . . a mother who had gone 
down into the valley of the shadow 
of death that he might be; a father 
who saw himself living over again 
in his son, and who would be. wil- 
ling to give everything that the 
son might always be a good man. 


He listened on, and he heard pro- 
posed as a concrete example of a 
Catholic college man a man who 
never saw a college, and who was 
not a Catholic in the strict sense 
of the word—a man whose dress 
was not collegiate, but the coarse 
skin of a camel; whose fare was 
locusts and wild honey; whose class 
room was the bleak desert—but 
whose teacher was the Holy Ghost, 
Who taught the heart as well as 
the head. 


John the Baptist was proposed 
as an ideal for Catholic college 
men because he was a man of 
character, a man who had learned 
his lesson so well that the Master 
could say of him that no greater 
man had been born of woman. He 
was “no reed shaken by the wind;”’ 
no soldier, no Pharisee, no king’s 
prison, no woman’s wrath ever 
stopped his mouth, but only the 
executioner’s axe. He was not 
“clothed in soft garments,” but he 
set a certain fashion as to dress, 
for since his time men and women 
have worn hair shirts under prince- 
ly garments; and the example of 
his frugal fare has been followed 
by all who fast and do penance for 
their own sins and the sins of the 
world. 

James Manion heard, and he be- 
lieved. Trained to follow his con- 
victions, he adopted the normal life 
of a daily communicant at Notre 

and his quiet smile 
deepened as he drew daily closer 
to God. He never complained. 
Everything was always all right 
with him. He carried his patient 
resignation so far that only last 
week, when he was leaving for 
home, his physician said of him: 
“He is such a good patient that he 
is a bad patient. He will never 
complain, and that makes diagnosis 
hard.” But Jim was satisfied. He 
had come to Notre Dame to learn 
how to die—and he had heard and 
believed that school is not merely 
a preparation for life; that it may 
be the only life we will ever know. 

He died yesterday morning dur- 
ing six o’clock Mass. The priest 
was reading the Gospel of the day:

ADY GEORGIANA FULLER-) 

TON, whose books have given 
so much genuine pleasure and solid 
edification to thousands in both the 
Old and the New World, is one of 
the few examples in modern times 
of great literary talent subordin- 
ated to religious principles. 
Her works show the gradual pro- 
gress of a serious and elevated 
mind from what might be called the 
sentimentalism of youth to the per- 
fect tranquillity and serenity of 
mature life. There is the greatest 
distance—more distance than can 
be reckoned by years—between 
Ellen Middleton and Constance 
Sherwood. 

Lady Georgiana Fullerton was of 
the famous Leveson-Gower family. 
Her father, created a peer in 1833, 
was the first Lord Granville. She 
was born on September 23, 1812. 
Her father was ambassador to 
Paris, and, while enjoying a de- 
lightfu] life there, she acquired 
that fluency in French which en- 
abled her to write it as if it were 
her native tongue, and gave inex- 
pressible grace and lightness to her 
English diction. 

In 1833 she became the wife of 
Alexander George Fullerton, whose 
family seats were in Ireland and 
England. In 1842 her husband be- 
came a Catholic. Then the struggle 
of her own soul towards the light 
of faith tore her heart. It was this 
time she remembered in the verses: 


“Oh! that thy creed was sound, I 
cried, 
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* “As it is written in the book 
* of the sayings of Isaias the 
* prophet: A voice of one cry- 
* crying in the wilderness: Pre- 
*‘pare ye the way of the Lord, 
* make straight His paths. Every 
* valley shall be filled; and every 
* mountain and hill shall be 
* brought low: the crooked shall * 
* be made straight, and the rough * 
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Until I felt its power, 
And almost prayed to find ft false 
In the decisive honr. 
Great was the struggle, fierce the 
strife, 


But wonderful the gain, 
For not one trial or one pang 
Was sent or felt in vain. 
And every link of that long chain 
That led my soul to thee 
Remains a monument of all 
Thy mercy sent to me.” 


In 1846—four years after the 
conversion of her husband—~she 
was received into the Church. . El- 
len Middleton was written before 
her conversion. It is an interest- 
ing study, apart from its value as 
a novel, of the condition of a true, 
pure mind hovering at the gate of 
truth. Grantley Manor came next, 
then The Old Highlander; and the 
London public welcomed Lady Bird, 
which, with Ellen Middleton and 
Grantley Manor, made a trio of un- 
usually successful novels. Un- 
chastened by the discipline of the 
Church, a heart like Lady Geor- 
giana Fullerton’s, which never grew 
old and was always fervent and 
enthusiastic, might have run into 
extravagances of which we find 
signs in Grantley Manor and still 
fainter in Lady Bird. 


Then Lady Georgiana grew 
more and more devoted to the 
glory of God. As she grew older 
the dreadful weight of her vocation 
would have made her scrupulous, 
had it not been made so evident to 
her that one of her duties to God 
was to write. She trembled for the 
value of the little seeds she scat- 


from her full hands. 


She wrote for the poor. She 
looked on all the profits of her lit- 
erary works as the right of the 
poor. She founded the “Poor Ser- 
vants of God Incarnate.” She gave 
all her strength to the getting of 
the Sisters of St. Vincent de Paul 
into England, and she succeeded. 

She suffered much late in life 
from the loss of dear friends. Her 
heart was so loving that as friends 
passed away part of her life seem-

HIS is Christmas, the season 
when eyes and hearts are 

drawn in memory and love to & 

Babe who was born in a cave un- 

der the floor of the world, and who, 

by that act, shook the world to its 
very foundations. It is the season 
of the stupendous mystery of Om- 
nipotence wrapped in swaddling 
bands and laid in a manger. 
Divinity is always where you 
least expect to find it. No one in 
the world would ever have thought 
of looking for God in the form of a 
babe. No one in the world would 
ever have suspected that He who 
threw the great fiery ball of the 
sun in the heavens, would one day 
be warmed by the breath of oxen, 

No one in world would ever 

have suspected that hands which 

could tumble planets and worlds 
into space, would be one day smal- 
ler than the huge heads of cattle. 

No one in the wofld would ever 

have suspected that He who could 

make the stars as His canopy would 


‘fone day be covered by the roof of 


a stable. And yet such are the 
ways of God, In order to confound 
the power of the world He comes 
in the weakness of a child and in 
order to set at naught its pride 
makes His bed in straw. The 
world He made as His home and 
yet the world perceived Him not, 
and thus Christmas is the story 
of a God who was homeless at 
home. 


Danger of Forgetting 


But while we pay this primary 
act of adoration to the God who 
brought heaven to earth, there is 
danger that some of us may forget 
just how the Child cgme into the 
world; in fact, certain modern 
forms of Christianity speak of the 
Babe, but never a word about the 
Mother of the Babe. The Babe of 
Bethlehem did not fall from the 
heavens into a bed of straw, but 
came into this world through the 
great portals of the flesh. 

Sons are inseparable from moth- 
ers, and mothers inseparable from 
sons. You cannot go to a statue 
of a mother holding a babe, and 
cut away the mother, leaving the 
babe suspended in mid-air, neither 
can you cleave away the Mother 
from the Babe of Bethlehem. He 
is not suspended mid-air in his- 
tory, but like all other babes, came 
into the world by and through His 
Mother. While we adore the Child, 
then, should we not venerate His 
Mother, and while we kneel to 
Jesus, should we not at least clasp 
the hand of Mary for giving us 
such a Saviour? There is a grave 
danger that, lest in celebrating a 
Christmas without the Mother, we 
may soon reach a point where we 
will celebrate Christmas without 
the Babe. And what an absurdity 
that would be, for just as there can 
never be a Christmas without a 
Christ, so there can never be a 
Christ without a Mary.. 

Greatest Works of God 

May I, therefore, ask you to go 
with me and pull aside the curtains 
of the past, and under the light of 
Revelation discover the role and in- 
terpret the part that Mary played 
in the great Drama of Redemp- 
tion? 

Almighty God never launches a 
great work without exceeding pre- 
paration. The two greatest works 
of God are the Creation of the first 
man, Adam, and the Incarnation of 
the Son of God, the new Adam, 
Jesus Christ. But neither of these 
was accomplished without charac- 
teristic divine oop ag 

God did not make master 
piece of creation, which was man, 
on the very first day, but deferred 
it until He had labored for six days 
in ornamenting the universe.

The Problem of Censorship

Censorship has always been a 
problem. It is a particularly hard 
roblem in our own day. Not that 
uman nature has changed. But 


‘Some other things have changed; 


and their influence has been felt. 
Generally speaking, men will al- 
Ways oppose any effort to restrict 
their liberty. But this opposition 
ecomes more determined in an 
ape inclined, as ours is, to question 
the very principles upon which an 
effective control of human conduct 
must be based. Submission to 
Suthority, an understanding of 
what true liberty means, a com- 
mon acceptance of certain fixed, 
objective standards—thesé points, 
at least, must be granted before 
any sort of censorship can be main- 
tained with the good results de- 
sired and sought. But these are 
all points on which a large part of 
the thinking of people today is in 
conflict with the truth. 

It is quite likely, for instance, 
that many of our’ universities 
would be glad to have a noted per- 
sonage like Bertrand Russell lec- 
ture before their students. If Mr. 
Russell were momentarily embar- 
rassed by a protest against his ap: 

earance, the university wou 
probably rush to his defense, with 
reassuring words of welcome. The 
doors of the school must not be 
closed to any new knowledge 
available. Free inquiry and free 
discussion must be encouraged. It 
is our pleasure to present the Hon- 
orable Sir Bertrand Russell, math- 
ematician,-philosopher, uuthor, ad- 
vocate of free love and birth con- 
trol, the foremost hviag exponent 
of the new morality. Or what have 
you! 

Now, suppose, to illustrate a re- 
markable contrast, that Mr. Rus- 
sell should wish to explain his 
deas to an assembly of students 
mm a Catholic university. There is 
mo danger, of course, that such a 
thing will happen. For Mr. Rus- 
sell considers Catholics, in one re- 
spect at least, to be on a level with 
idiots and imbeciles. But just sup- 

ose. We know how the matter 


‘would be dealt with. Mr. Russell 


would not be burned at the stake 
in the middle of the campus. He 
would be treated with Christian 
charity. But he would be quite 
definitely informed that his ideas 
were all wet and muddy and would 
ave to be left outside.

I have heard 
eminent professors of history de- 
clare frankly in conversation that 
their only interest in the teaching 
of the subject was its use for the 
inculeation of radical social and 
economic theories. This unfair 
procedure has resulted, not alone in 
universities but in high schools, in 
the systematic inculcation of a dog- 
ma y mechanistic and atheis- 
tic: on as the last word of 
modern science and philosophy.”

Savior answered him: “Veni iterum 
crucifigi’”” (I come to be crucified 
again), and disappeared. Peter 
understood these words and re- 
turned to share all dangers with 
the brethren and to die for Jesus.

This prison is still in existence 
at the foot of the Capitoline Hill. 
Originally it consisted of two 
prisons, one above the other; in the 


lower one, called the “Tullian 
Prison,” St. Peter was detained. 

St. Paul was imprisoned almost 
at the sime time. As a Roman 
citizen he was brought before the 
judges, where he defended himself 
and succeeded so far as not to be 
cast as a prey before the lions in 
the Amphitheatre. 

Both apostles found their conso- 
lation and strength in prayer, so 
that they even rejoiced in follow- 
ing the footsteps of their cmrtfied 
Master.

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Vera Cruz Decree x 
Sets Up Machinery 
For Birth Control 


Drastic State Legislation Provides 
For Sterilization of ‘Unfit,’ Es- 
tablishes Clinics For Dissem- 
ination of Data; Specifies 
‘Types’ of Citizens te 
be Affected. 


Mexico City. — Regardless of 
denials and “explanations,” fears 
with regard to the proposed birth 
control and sterilization legislation 
in the State of Vera Cruz have 
just been realized with the promul- 
gation of a decree published in the 
Gaceta Oficial of Vera Cruz. The 
sterilization provisions are parti- 
eularly vicious. 

This decree became effective as 
of December 1, although its text 
did not appear in the Mexican press 
until recently. It is essentially an 
enabling act, and follows generally 


: ‘the draft of a measure submitted to 


the Legislature by Governor Teje- 
da June 3, and adopted as Law 
Number 121 on July 9, but it 
places in effect ten additional arti- 
cles of a regulatory or enforcement 
nature. 


Recently, when there was indig- 
nation over the reported intent of 
the anti-religious Governor Tejeda 
and his satellites, it was said that 
the authorities sought only to les- 
sen the “undesirable types” of hu- 
mans and the impression was giv- 
en that the means to be used would 
not be radical. 


Nevertheless, the law, as now 
proclaimed, provides for clinics 
throughout the State where not 
only birth control information but 
also treatment may be given; ster- 
ilization of human beings is pro- 
vided for numerous groups, not- 
ably including delinquents; and the 
decision in these vitally important 
matters is left in the hands of a 
state bureau, apparently without 
appeal. 


Arouses Great Alarm 


Today’s issue of Excelsior de~- 
clares that the enactment of such 
a law has “aroused great alarm, 
not only among the people of Vera 
Cruz, but everywhere throughout 
the country where the text of the 
law has become known.” 

“With the pretext of eliminat- 
ing social diseases and of attain- 
ing the purity of the Mexican 
race,” Excelsior adds, “this law 
contains dispositions which are op- 
posed to social morals and, furth- 
ermore, it can easily lend itself to

Maryknollers Plan 
Leprosarium In China 
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New York—-Maryknoll is plan- 
ning to start a leper asylum in 
South China. 


In anticipation of this project 
one of its pioneer missioners, the 
Rev. Joseph A Sweeney, of New 
Britain, Conn., has recently com- 
pleted a year’s study at leprosaria 
in the Orient. Father Sweeney, 
who is now in this country for a 
brief visit after 11 years in the 
mission field, states that China has 
1,000,000 lepers, only about 2,000 
of whom are eared for in institu- 
tions. South China, where the 
Maryknoll Society has three mis- 
sion fields, has the largest quota of 
lepers. They are treated inhu- 
manly by the populace, hated as a 
public nuisance, and occasionally 
even killed by Chinese officials. 

Father Sweeney spent last 
Christmas at St. Joseph's Leper 
Asylum, situated on the Island of 
Sheklung, near Canton. There 700 
lepers are cared for by Father 
Marsigny, a Belgian of aristocratic 
birth, three Canadian Sisters of the 
Immaculate Conception and one 
Chinese Sister. All of the Sisters 
have ministered to the lepers of 
Sheklung for over 20 years. 

Another missioner, Father Stule, 
an Irish Jesuit from the Sacred 
Heart College, in Canton, who also, 
was assisting Father Marsigny last 
Christmas to carry out the Church 
ceremonies at Sheklung, has since 


succumbed to cholera.

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THEY WANT UNION WITH THE 
CATHOLIC CHURCH 


On page one we refer to a decided movement head- 
ed by more than fifty clergymen of the Church of Eng- 
land, whose ultimate aim and purpose is union with the 
Catholic Church. These clergymen signed a Manifesto 
making their intentions very clear. In the Manifesto 
they say in part: 


“We share the hope and ideal of ‘reunion with 
the rest of the Catholic Church which was cherished 
by the Oxford leaders and which it was early per- 
ceived was included in their appeal. The logic of the 
principles which animated the original Movement 
necessarily brought the goal of Reunion to the fore- 
front. Our Lord set up but One Church, the mem- 
bers of which were to be in communion one with 
another. This One Catholic Church was constituted 
with St. Peter as its Foundation and Head, and for- 
ever has as its Center and Guide on earth the suc- 
cessor of St. Peter. 

“This truth we confess, and hence, while striv- 
ing also for reunion with the Orthodox Churches of 
the East, we declare that the real and essential goal 
is Reunion with the Apostolic See of Rome. 

“This was recognized by some even of the 
earliest Oxford leaders, and the lapse of time has 
made it more apparent. The Movement through- 
out its course has been marked with this instinctive 
desire for the restoration of the English Church to 
her normal position in relation to the Center and 
the whole. The existence of the Church of England 
as a body separate de facto from the rest of the Cath- 
olic Church is only tolerable when it is regarded as 
a temporary evil, destined to disappear when God 
shall please to restore us to our normal place among 
our. brethren. : 

“It is well to bear in mind that the Catholic 
revival in the Church of England will only be safe- 
guarded and made permanent by the recognition of 
that Authority whose divinely appointed office it is 
to ‘strengthen the brethren’ and who always and 
everywhere preserves the one Faith in its integrity. 


RELIGION IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
The President of the Protestant Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, of New York City, speaking before sixteen 
hundred members and friends, including official re- 
presentatives of Catholic and Jewish bodies, declared: 


“The purpose of all three organizations is to 
train saildven who attend the public schools in the 
faiths of their fathers through weekly religious 
instruction outside of school hours and outside of 
the public school buildings. These week-day reli- 
gious classes are held in the neighborhood churches 
or the synagogue. 

“I find that our name ‘Protestant’ constitutes 
one of the real barriers we have to meet,” he de- 
clared, explaining that many outsiders thought the 
teachers were organized in protest against other 
faiths. “The name may be unfortunate, but noth- 
ing could be further from the truth. Rather than 
fostering bigotry, these organizations of the three 
faiths are doing much to remove it. 

“Another obstacle our Protestant association 
has to face is that some people are afraid we are 
going to call the roll in our classes in the public 
schools to ask what is the religion of each pupil. 
Believe me, no such pernicious practice is in our

Shinners, “The Sunshine Man,” 
thousands of men and women in all 
parts of the world paused to pay 
tribute to a humble iron worker 
who had lain for twenty-one years 
in St. Mary’s Hospital at Passaic, 
N. J., a man whose faith and cour- 
age had won the admiration of all 
who knew his story. 


To stand in the full strength of 
manhood one moment; the next to 
be ruthlessly crushed and broken 
through no fault of one’s own, 
makes a severe test for the brav- 
est of men. This was what came 
to Tom Shinners on the mourning 
of December 11, 1911, when a der- 


- trick boom with a ton weight in it 


came down on his back. 


Yet from this terrible tragedy, 
from a seemingly black and hope- 
less fate, Tom Shinners carved his 
name in the hearts of thousands, 
and made his own life as full and 
as rich as the life of the most 
strong and healthy of men. 


Concerts and radio programs 
were given in his honar. News re- 
porters have written endless col- 
umns testifymg to his splendid 
courage, and to the good that he 
was accomplishing. The great and 
the famous of the nation traveled 
to his bedside for the privilege 
of seeing him and shaking his 


5000 letters a year; all testifying 
to the fact that real. grit and cour- 
age makes a big hit with human- 
ity. 

His famous Sunshine Club has 
members everywhere; each mem- 
ber pledging himself to spread 
happiness wherever and whenever 
possible. Such names as those of 
former Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
Albert Payson Terhune, the late 
Edward Bok, “Babe” Ruth, Kate 
Smith and the Boswell sisters of 
radio fame, and hundreds of others 
who are world known, are among 
the members. 

When tragedy laid its hand with 
such force upon Tom Shinners, he 
was carried to St. Mary’s hospital. 
A broken back and a crushed and 
mangled body gave no promise that 
he would outlive the night. But 


his superb strength won out, he 


lived, but only to receive a verdict 
that must have been much harder 
than death, that he was to be a 
hopeless and helpless cripple all 
his days. 

It must have been his iaith that 
sustained Tom im these first aw- 
ful months. His pain was so in- 
tense at this time that he never 
slept more than 20 minutes at a 
time, and never more than a few 
hours out of the 24. But he tried 
to smile, and to bear his suffer- 
ings with resignation. And he 
succeeded so well, that many who 
came to his bedside to offer sym- 
pathy found themselves leaving 
there refreshed and strengthened 
instead.

Through a story sent to The In- 
land Catholic by the N. C. W. C. 
News Service and printed in that 
paper, the family here was first 
apprised of the death of a relative 
clear across the country. Accord- 
ing to The Inland Catholic’s edi- 
torial, a subscriber called the paper 
by telephone and stated that “she 
had just learned through the col- 
umns of The Inland Catholic that 
her aunt, whom she believed to be 
alive and well in Chicago, had fal- 
len dead as she entered her parish 
church in that city.” “This was the 
first word her relatives had had 
of the uphappy occurrence,” the

“On two other occasions, the sub- 
scriber said,” the paper continues, 
“she had received news of friends 
and relatives in the East through 
The Inland Catholic which she prob- 
ably would not have learned from 
any other source.”

Dear XYZ: 


| If your situation were not tragic, 
I would be inclined to tell you to 
give your husband a bone to gnaw 
on. It might stop his growling. 
But this is no time to be facetious, 
and you have my heartfelt sym- 
pathy. 

You say your husband is a Cath- 
olic. Evidently he does not recall 
the Scriptural injunction that in 
marriage the rights and happiness 
of the husband and wife supersede 
the claims of relatives. Your hus- 
band is unfair to give his family 
more attention than he does his 
wife and children. This is unusual. 
Women are addicted to this more 
often than men. 

XYZ, I am wondering if you have 
been unreasonably jealous of his 
kin and have by repeated irrita- 
tions brought about this state in 
your home. Understand, I am not 
accusing you, but entering a hypo- 
thetical question. 

Marriage is a give and a take 
proposition. Unless your husband’s 
relatives are not of good repute 
wouldn’t it be diplomatic for you to 
be nice to them; to go along with 
them, and in this way please your 
husband? He might come to treat 
you better, if you were to try this 
and make it a point to have his 
people in to dinner and welcome 
them in your home. Don’t you 
think it is nice for in-laws to get 
along and to be interested in one 
another ? 

Blood is thicker than water, and 
there is something intrinsically 
good about a man who loves his 
relatives. At least, you can thank 
God he is not spending money on 
people not related to him.

British Birth Rate 
Drops To a New Low 


LONDON—Great Britain’s birth 
rate has fallen to the new low level 
of 15.5 a thousand, according to 
the return of the Registrar Gen- 
eral for the third quarter of 1982. 

For the same quarter of 1922, 
the figure was 20.3. It has declin- 
ed steadily since then, with one 
trifling rise, the total drop being 
about one-fourth. The provisional 
estimate for the entire year 1932 
is 15.8, 

The death rate for the third 
quarter of 1932 is 9.7. The infant

‘is 53 in each 1,000 live births.

Why are dances forbidden 
tn some dioceses on Saturday 
night ? 


This question was answer- 
in these columns in detail 
some few months ago. How- 
ever, the answer, briefly, is 
this: Because such dances are 
usually continued beyond mid- 
night, and then they are no 
longer on Saturday but on 
Sunday. The Third Com- 
mandment demands that we 
keep holy the Sabbath Day, 
and surely those people who 
begin Sunday at a_ public 
dance do not do so in a prop- 
ery manner. The law, you 
understand, forbids attend- 
ance only at public dances. 


Catholics who are out near- 
ly all night on Saturday are 
not in good form to hear Mass 
on Sunday. Too, those who 
attend such dances are fre- 
quently kept from approach- 
ing the Sacraments of Pen- 
ance on Saturday and of the 
Holy Eucharist on Sunday 
morning. It goes without 
saying that people should not 
attend such forms of amuse- 
ment on Saturday after go- 
ing to Confession, and having 
in mind the reception of Holy 
Communion the next morn- 
ing. 

What is meant by the Par- 
ticular. Judgment ? 


By the particular judgment 
is meant that judgment which 


every soul undergoes at the 
moment of death, and in 
which its future condition is 
justly determined by God ac- 
cording to its merits. As soon 
as the soul leaves the body it 
appears before the judgment- 
seat of God. The eternal light 
of God then enables that soul 
to see its entire moral life in 
all of itscircumstances. Inthat 
moment the judgment of “the 
just Judge of the living and 
the dead” is pronounced and 
executed. Whether heaven, 
hell or purgatory be the ver- 
dict, the soul equally under- 
stands and accepts the com- 
plete justice of the sentence.

In ref ring to the 
Marquette Pylon of the Michigan 
avenue bridge, where part of the 
Marquette Day ceremonies were 
held, the resolution said: 


“The Indian Swastika is woven 
five times into the symbol assigned 
to Father Marquette as the found- 
er of Chicago, reminding that the 
savage Indian nations which in- 
habited the heart of the continent 
were, by Father Marquette, brought 
into friendly accord and made 
friendly toward white pioneers. In 
accomplishing this, at the sacrifice 
of his life, Father Marquette pre- 
pared, in a large measure, the foun- 
dation of the nation that was to be. 
“His entries in his journal, writ- 
ten at Chicago, opened the first 
chapter of Chicago’s recorded his- 
tory. Father Marquette records 
that on the Feast of the Immacu- 
late Conception he celebrated 
Mass, the first religious ceremony 
of definite record, held at Chicago, 
December 15, 1674.” 


The last sentence above was 
stricken out of the copy of the city 
council resolution that was direct- 
ed to be read in all the public 
schools. 


Communists Attend

Munich—Fifty Communists were 
present at the recent funeral of the 
Rev. Dean Jakobs of St Mary’s 
Church, in Muehlheim on the Ruhr, 
says the Catholic Church Journal 
of this city. These fifty “Reds” 
bore two wreaths which were dedi- 
eated to the Catholic priest. . Prior 
to the funeral the Communists held 
a special meeting and one of them 
spoke as follows: 

“Comrades! Dean Jakobs is dead. 
In his memory we will now remain 
silent for one minute.” 

Then he proceeded: “Soon we'll 
start the revolution and then we'll 
get them all, those Papists. But 
this man Jakobs we would have 


learried on our hands.” 


The paper adds that the Rev. 
Jakobs had lived an exemplary 
Christian life of sacrifice for the 
poor. The poor always were his 
first concern. He gave all he had 
to them. When he died, he left 
46 Pfennigs cash (about 10 cents 
American). 

The Protestant Ministers of 
Muelheim used the life of Dean Ja- 
kobs as the subject for their ser- 
mons, and in the municipal assem- 
bly the Socialists rose from their 
seats in his honor.

Ramblers Are Outsmarted In Game Against Trojans 


and Lose 13-0 


IRISH ARE CAUGHT

Tradition at the University of 
Notre Dame, as at other colleges 
and universities, is a powerful in- 
eentive to good. However, tradi- 
tion was not enough last Saturday 
to inspire the Notre Dame football 
team to defeat the University of 
Southern California, and, as a con- 
sequence, two Notre Dame tradi- 
tions were shattered when the Tro- 
jans defeated the Ramblers at Los 
Angeles by a score of 13-0. 

Perhaps our readers are a bit 
hazy concerning these traditions 
so the writer will try to enlighten 
them on this important point. The 
first tradition to be shattered was 
directly responsible for the shat- 
tering of the second tradition, 
which was that no football team 
had been able, for some ten years, 
to defeat the Irish in two succes- 
sive games. The University of 
Southern California did just that 
by repeating their victory of last 
year. The first tradition, which I 
have said was responsible for the 
breaking of this second tradition, 
was embodied by the students and 
fans of the South Bend school in a 
saying to the effect that although 
many teams might outplay and de- 
feat Notre Dame teams, no team 
ever outsmarted them. 

Notre Dame was outsmarted last 
week and in that fact lies the tale 
of her defeat. The statistics of the 
game reveal that Notre Dame was 
not outplayed. The Ramblers best- 
ed the Trojans in all but two de- 
partments of the game, running 
back of kicks and touchdowns. Like 
the traditions, the first of these 
two points was responsible for the 
second. The Ramblers were caught 
napping on quick kicks no less 
than five times during the game, 
and on three of these five occasions 
the resulting gain for the, Trojans 
was the downing of the ball with- 
in the Notre Dame five yard line. 
On two other occasions the ball 
sailed over the safety man’s head, 
and he was unable to return the 
kick. The whole story is revealed 
in the fact that in receiving twelve 
punts,.the Ramblers were able to 
return the ball for the huge total 
of four yards. 

The game was undoubtedly hard 
fought from beginning to end, but 
the Irish failed at all times to dis- 
play the aggressiveness and ef- 
fective blocking which worked so 
well for them against the Army 
team two weeks previously. De- 
spite this fact the Ramblers were 
able to run up twelve first downs 
against four for the Trojans; they 
were able to complete six forward 
passes, in twelve tries, for a gain 
of 122 yards against one completed 
pass, out of eight tries, for a gain 
of 31 yards and a touchdown for 
Southern California, and they were 
able to gain 120 yards from scrim- 
mage as compared with 112 yards 


for their opponents. It was there- 
fore, only through the exceptional- 
ly well executed quick kicks, one 
of which was fumbled and result- 
ed in a touchdown and which 
caught the Ramblers napping that 
the Trojans were able to pene- 
trate the Irish defense. 

Notre Dame staged two rallies 
late in the game and, by passing, 
advanced to the Southern Califor- 
nia five and nine yard lines. Here, 
however, they were held and lost 
the ball twice, on second down each 
time, when one pass was inter- 
cepted and another was grounded 
in the end zone. 

The game last Saturday brought 
to a close a successful but rather 
disappointing season for Notre 
Dame. The team won seven of the 
nine games played, and lost two 
hard games to Pittsburgh and the 
Trojans. The season was disap- 
pointing because of the fact that 
the material available at the South 
Bend schoo! this year was the best 
for several seasons. Every position 
was well taken care of and there 
was ample reserve strength. There 
seemed to be lacking only that ever 
necessary spark to ignite the latent 
power which was Notre Dame's.

Vera Cruz Decree 
Sets Up Machinery 
For Birth Control

the committing of actual mon- 
strosities. 

“Among the different provisions 
which the new Vera Cruz law con- 
tains, we can point to the author- 
ity conceded to the Section of Eu- 
genics and Mental Hygiene of the 
Department of Health for regulat- 
ing birth and, in this connection, 
the right to proceed with the ster- 
ilization of undesirable human 
types. Such sterilization is applic- 
able not only to the mentally dis- 
eased, idiots, degenerates, or de- 
mented, but aiso to unreformed de- 
linquents or incorrigibles.” 

There has been much confusion 
of mind regarding this particular 
piece of legislation. Governor Te- 
jeda, well known for his anti-reli- 
gious and other radical views, early 
in June sent a message to the Leg- 
islature in which he very strongly 
urged the adoption of the bill 
which he had gone to the trouble 
of drafting. This bill was obedient- 
ly passed by the legislature on 
July 9. However, it provided only 
for the setting up of a bureau and 
gave only a general outline of 
what this bureau was to be, leav- 
ing the specific regulations to be 
drawn up later. It is under this 
law that the present legislation 
has been drawn up, passed by the 
Legislature and put into effect.

The preamble to the law just 
enacted gives as reasons and pur- 
poses for its adoption the elimin- 
ation of hereditary diseases; the 
protection of future generations 
by means of scientific prophylactic 
methods experimentally sanction- 
ed; the dissemination of birth con- 
trol knowledge and practice among 
the proletarian class as it is prac- 
tised now by a select few, on the

Providence, R. I.—An entire room 
of the art museum of the Rhode 
Island School of Design here, is 
devoted exclusively to sculptural 
masterpieces representing the Bles- 
sed Virgin. 

Many of the statues of Our 
Blessed Mother in the museum are 
the work of celebrated sculptors of 
bygone days, and rank, for histor- 
ical and artistic importance, as the 


America. 

No longer objects of devotion, 
but of artistic admiration to most 
of those who now view them, these 
masterpieces of sculpture at one 
time rested in holy sanctuaries of 
Europe, but after periodic confisca- 
tions of church treasures, found 
their way to this country as ob- 
jects of study for art lovers of the 
modern era. 

Among some of the more notable 
Marian pieces of sculpture in the 
“Madonna” room of the museum 
are: a statuette of the Madonna 
and Child, by Andrea Pisano, 
founder of the Florentine School of 
Sculpture, believed to have been 
executed in the fourteenth century 
to stand above the bronze doors of 
the baptistry in Florence which 
Pisano also designed; a Madonna 
and Child in terracotta ascribed to 
Jacopo Della Quercia, fifteenth- 
century Spanish sculptor, who cre- 
ated the doorway of S. Petronio in 
Bologna and the Fonte Gaia in the 
Piazza del Campo, Siena; Madonna 
of the fifteenth-century Umbrian 
school in alto-relief wood; a Sien- 
nese Madonna of the fifteenth cen- 
tury; a Pisan Madonna of the An- 
nunciation in polychromed wood; 
fourteenth century; a sixteenth 
century Virgin and Child in wood 
from northern France; a fifteenth- 
century Flemish group of St. Anne, 
the Virgin and Child, and a Gothic 
Madonna and Child of the four- 
teenth-century Cologne school.
